Tarned Down a Proposition to 


Reconsider Action of Last 
Friday Nifht. 


There was a meeting of the board 
of education last night at the Wash* 
mg too school building, and in antici­ 
pation of the revival of the Contro­ 
versy in the city schools which re­ 
sulted So the board of education sus­ 
pending Misa Elisabeth Somera, a 
crowd gathered in one of the school 
rooms to the north of the superin­ 
tendent's office to the number of 
about one hundred, many among 
whom were business men. 
Areal 
warm time was anticipated also and 
from certain stand points some real 
44warm íí-uff” was dished up, when 
Jpmes J. Natan ¡nade a talk before 
the board openly and without Curb­ 
ing his speech attacking Superin­ 
tendent Torrens before the crowd of 
people. To those who listened to the 
eoatbing, denouncing sentences as 
they fell from the lipa of the speaker, 
it seemed that it certainly must cut 
pretty deep. 
Mr. Nolan's talk was 
the most coospioious part of last 
night's proceedings. The board did 
oothiag with ibc strong petitions, 
but referred them to a committee of 
the 
whole, then 1. H. 
Dicken­ 
son turned around in bis chair and 
sarcastically remarked, “Thusendeth 
The first chapter." 


All members of the board were 
present when President Hagberg 
called the meeting to order. The 
reading of the minutes was dispens­ 
ed* with and the president asked the 
geptlemen present to state their mis- 
' 
mT * 
m o o . 
fudge W. A. Fleming was the first 
to rise to his feet. 
He stated that 
he supposed that it was no secret 
about what the delegation appeared 
before the board for at that time, for 
he stated that he bad been asked by 
some of the parties interested, to 
come before the board on behalf of 
one the teachers, Miss Somers. Judge 
Fleming said that all was interested 
in the schools of the city, that the 
duties of the board of education were 
not always pleasant ones, the mem­ 
bers devote most of their time for 
the interest of the schools without 
pay, and nothing ean be construed 
from a pecuniary point of view. The 
board’s services almost rises to a 
point of patriotism. 
The judge stated that it was too 
bad that such a matter as this had 
agitated and disturbed the schools. 
The question arises, how in a given 
instance, such as the one considered 
al this time, should a teacher in the 
public schools be dismissed What is 
right ? Was it right in this matter 
to dismiss a young lady teacher in 
the matter in which she was dismiss­ 
ed T He asked the board to consider 
the manner in the right light ; to give 
it further investigation and not to de­ 
cide too hasty in the matter. 
He 
stated that if be bad any doubt but 
that the lady was not dismissed in 
the right manner, the two petitions 
which were presented to the board 
dissipated any 
such doubt. 
The 
judge made a very fair statement 
and it la thought made a good im­ 
pression on the board in presenting 
the petition signed by nearly all the 
business men and others of the city 
asking the hoard to reconsider its ac­ 
tion of last Friday evening. 
Others were called upon to voice 
their sentiments in the matter. At 
this juncture J. J. Nolan arose. He 
started out by saying that be did not 
feel sag resentment toward the mem­ 
bers of the board of education over 
the action they had taken at the last 
meeting in regard to the controversy 
in question, for be thought tb it the 
members believed that they had done 
their duty in the matter, but still if 
the matter was presented in a differ­ 
ent light, he thought that the board 
would act differently. 
He stated 
that the delegation present ought to 
have sooie bearing on the question; 
that it showed a deep interest. Mr. 
Nolan point blank made the assertion 
that the action of the board was 
taken 
under 
mi *repr<* eniatkms 
from 
Superintendent 
Torrens 
and that this could be proven. 
Mr 
Nolan then turned to n personal in­ 
stance of bis own and his experience 
with Superintendent Torrean. 
He 
stated that the last year he was em- 


Played in the schools of the city. 
At 
the time the teachers were reelected 
he asked for a raise in salary and 
went to the superintendent wittj his 
request. The raise was promised 
and Mr. Nolao stated that Supt. 
Torrens turned 
around and put 
“plugs ’ in against him although the 
promise was made. He referred to a 
letter written by Prof* Torrens to 
him in which it was said that be 
made all kinds of overtures, but 
turned right around and wrote an­ 
other letter to Mr. Dickinson of the 
board directly opposite. 
Mr. Nolan went on aig! recited a 
little 4‘hay stack’* instance at the 
home of Mr. Dickenson when be was 
told to meet the teachers committee 
there. He said that Instead of talk­ 
ing to him direct the superintendent 
and Mr. Dickenson went out to feed 
the horse and when they came hack 
they had it all “fixed." 
Mr. Nolan grew rather eloquent 
and sajd that he did not thiok that 
the board, with all its other arduous 
duties, ought to have to contend 
with the vUliaay of such a man as 
superintendent Torrens. 
He called 
him a liar, a dishonorable man sod 
everything else and said that be 
could prove what be was talking 
about. He said that if the teachers 
of the city were interviewed and 
they were not afraid to loee their 
jobs that they would say that he 
wan the same thing. 
He also claim­ 
ed that Supt. Torrens was incompe­ 
tent and cited some instances 
J. H. Dickinson also made a talk 
and told about bis experience with 
teachers and said that he had had so 
much experience • with them that be 
thought that he could “ warm it to 
them as well as anyone.*' He claim 
ed that Mr. Nolan was wrong; that 
Supt. TOrrens did work for a raise of 
salary for Nolan. 
Mr. Dickinson 
was outspoken in what he said and 
was frank enough to state that he 
had voted to suspend Miss Somers 
and if there was a man in the First 
ward who could say that he had not 
been honest with himself and con 
stitutents that he would step down 
and out 
M. J. Reilly also said a few words 
and asked the board what Miss 
Somers had been discharged for. He 
cited an instance where, while the 
majority of the board of inquiry rul 
ed against Schley that the people 
were with 
Miss Somers be said 
had the people in the city with 
her, 
and 
because 
she dared to 
staod out as a free American citizen 
and rebel she was suspended from 
the schools. 
He said he did not 
think there was any doubt about 
Superintendent Torrens’ incompe 
teucy. He said if he could go around 
the block and find two or three men 
who would say otherwise be might 
be mistaken but be bad talked with 
any cumber and found the same facts 
to be true. 
Prof. Torrens was called for some­ 
one suggesting that be bad been 
pretty well raked over the coals. 
Prof. Torrens came forward and 
made a statement. 
He said that be 
was not there to plead his own case; 
that be would respectfully refer the 
matter to the board, whom be had 
confidence in as men of honor. He 
said it was the first time he bad 
ever been accused of such things and 
as far as some of the statements 
were concerned he knew them to be 
absolutely false. He stated that if 
be did not feel Jtbat be could fill the 
position 
honestly tbat be would 
gladly resign. He said it was pretty 
bard to bear such statements made, 
and that too, in the presence of some 
of the boys of his high school. 
Edward Somers made a few re­ 
marks regarding the charge that bis 
sister was tardy. 
Later in the evening after roueh of 
the business bed been transacted 
the matter was taken up again and 
there was some conside ryá? $acu«- 
sion. 
It was stated by Secretary 
Mahlum, of the hoard, that he had 
known of 'Supt. Torreo’e working on 
behalf of Mr. Nolan for a raise of 
salary. 
Finally a motion was made that 
the matter of sus pending Mies Somers 
be reconsidered 
A vote was taken 
by ballot and it resulted fn a com­ 
plete defeat of the motion, three of 
the board voting lor reconsideration 
and seven against it.

DR. BRACKEN AT THE MEETING. 


Confirms Report of Dr. Thabes 
That Brahierd is Not Getting 
Good Water. 


There was a meeting of the city 
council last night in chambers, with 
President Crust in the chair. 
Pres­ 
ent, Aldermen Gardner, Purdy, Koop, 
Fogel strom, Doran and Wright. 
The reporU of |he different city 
officers were received and filed. 
Dr. Bracken, of the Mate board of 
health, was present and was intro­ 
duced by Dr. Thabes to the council. 
He spoke af length about the water 
that te being pumped from the river 
for the city’s use. He spoke of an 
ana) j sit which bad been made by 
one of the state chemists. Tests of 
the water wore taken at Rica Lake, 
outlet of Miseissipi at Rise Lake, at 
the dsm, at the reservoir pump, 
water after passing through ¿he ti ­ 
ters and at Duns’s drug store. It will 
be remembered that the matter «ras 
brought up at a meeting of the coun 
cil sometime ago, when Dr. J . A. 
Thabes made a report on the filtering 
system of the city. At the time the 
doctor reported that the filters at *be 
pumping station were entirely inade­ 
quate, and recommended tbat some­ 
thing be done. On the night that 
the report was read President Tighe, 
of the Minnesota water works Com­ 
pany, happened to be present and be 
addressed the council on the matter 
at length and tried to show them 
the condition of the water as he 
thought it was; sod said at the time 
that he would refer the m atter to 
Secretary 
Bracken, of the state 
hoard of Health 
Dr. Bracken stated last night that 
the report of the chemist showed 
conclusively that Hrainerd was not 
receiving pure water. 
Also coo 
firmed Dr. Thabes in his report to 
the effect that the filters were en 
tirely inadequate for the demand 
that is made upon them. 
Alderman 
Wright 
called 
Dr. 
Bracken’s attention to the agree­ 
ment in the contract between the 
city and the Minoesoia Water Works 
Company to the effect tbat the com 
pan; is supposed to furnish water 
absolutely pure. 
Dr. Bracken stated 
that the agreement was not being 
kept. 
Alderman Wright then moved that 
a committee of three be appointed 
to arraoge for a public meeting. 
The motion carried and the chair 
appointed Messrs. Wright, Purdy 
and Doran. 
A letter was read from Alderman 
George K. Gardner in which be offer­ 
ed to lease his hall to Company F. 
for fiBOfi a year. No action was 
taken in the matter last night. 
An ordinance was read amending 
the ordinaoce providing for a license 
for conducting public auctions. 
It 
seems that there were two smew 
menta pit»pared, so that the matter 
was laid on the table until the nett 
meeting. 
Alderman Wright, of the Secood 
ward, got out bis wsr paint and 
everybody in turn came in for a little 
slice of notoriety io some way or 
other. He first called attention to 
the fact that there was a cutting 
affray in this city on the night of 
December 23, and bo wanted to know 
why the police had made no arrests 
iq the matter. He stated that the 
assailant might be abroad in the land 
with a knife and might butcher up 
others for alt the police seemed to 
re. On motion the matter wan re­ 
ferred to the health, sewerage and 
police committee to investigate. 
Alderman Wright got his second 
wind and landed square on the Arl­ 
ington Hotel this time. He called 
attention to the fact that a young 
girl, as he understood it, had been 
taken to one of the rooms in the 
hotel and not only debauched but 
said that he bad learned that liquor 
bad been aokl to her. 
He wants 
Landlord Wise to show cause why h i 
liquor license should not be revoked 
Here is where the newspapers got 
touched 
up a little 
Alderman 
Wright presumed to know just what 
the newspapers of the city would or 
wouldn't do in certain cases and for 
a time it looked as though a commit 
tee would be appointed to investigate 
why the name of the Arlington hotel 
was not mentioned jt the time the 
*>! »ry was published regarding the 


instance above referred to. He serv­ 
ed as a mouth piece and informed 
those present tbat if it had been the 
Swanson or some other hotel tbat 
the names would be published but 
did not nee why the Arlington was 
always shielded. 
The matter of the Arlington hotel 
was finally referred to a com mi tee 
consisting of Alderman 
Wright, 
Doran and Purdy. 
Alderman Wright was up again 
and this time wanted a committee to 
investigate the matter of the presen­ 
tation to Mayor Hals tod of a #275 
diamond stud. 
An item in one of 
the Twin city papers referring to the 
stud and saying that it had been 
given Mr. I!aisled for hit positio n on 
the high license question attracted 
Alderman Wright’s attention and he 
did not think that it ought to be 
published to the world that the mayor 
bad received anything fordoing such 
a thing. 
The matter was finally referred to 
a committee to investigate. 
The electric light committee was 
Instructed to set with the city slerk 
and i t the rate for the Hrainerd 
Opera House.

The sir aliout us Is full of unnoticed 
sound waves, produced not by sounds, 
hut by tbe various motions that make 
sounds. 
From certain posi t Ions these 
waves can lie photographed, and a 
given wave, hy means of tbe klneto- 
scope, can be 
reproduced not only 
greatly magnified, but to as to show tt 
in progress from one point to another.
